Unlverii+y Flag Attractive; Will 
Fly From Second Flagpole 

’pH E flag which has been the official banner of the 

University since 19Q5 has received little or no 
attention in spite of the fact that it is quite attrac- 
tively and appropriately designed. Being rectangu- 
lar in shape, the flag has a band through the center 
of each side forming a cross. In this design the 
form lends itself well for the placing of the Uni- 
versity colors — buff and blue. 

Buff for the field and blue for the cross placed 
upon the center divides the flag into four parts, 
giving a good section for the placing of the appro- 
priate symbols of the various departments of the 
University. 

In the center of this blue cross, and therefore in 
the center of the flag, is placed a painted enlarged 
copy of the official seal of the University. Around 
the edge of the flag a gold fringe is placed, and a 
gold cord and tassel at the head of the staff make 
the flag indicative oi the colonial days, yet modern 
in its adaptation. 

Where does this flag fly? Nowhere on the 
grounds at the present time it Is true. However, 
if the efforts being put forth now by members of 
the Class of '36 produce, the results desired, around 
June 1 there will he a second flagpole standing in 
the yard, and the University flag will be seen flying 
from this new pole. 

The present flagpole, which was the gift to the 
University of the Class of '35, will continue to fly 
the American flag. 

Not only will the second flagpole rftaiid in com- 
memoration of the Class of '36, hut will provide a 
place for the buff and blue to wave for year* to 
come. 

If you have not already contributed to the flag- 
pole fund, we suggest that you do so. Any member 
of the Senior Council stands ready to accept your 
donation.

A most important drawback is lack of a suitable 
lot — one large enough to accommodate necessary 
features. 'Then, too. the damage to whatever part 
of the campus the “Fiesta” falls on is appreciable, 
as any of our property officials will testify. 

Another item in this consideration is the weather. 
Springtime in Washington is noted for rainy, dis- 
agreeable weather. A rainy spell cannot be antici- 
pated nor successfully insured against, and over a 
petiod of years will most' certainly rufn a number 
of such outside celebrations. 

Finally, the “Fiesta” requires work and effort out 
of all proportion to the benefits derived — financial 
or otherwise. And while willing and able students 
have always been available to put the show on, their 
energies -would no doubt 'be used to better advan- 
tage in other fields of endeavor. 

Instead of the “Fiesta” (Carnival), I would like 
to suggest a spring Music Festival as being more 
appropriate (and more profitable).

Reba Edelman and Jennie Gar- 
ner. member* of last year's wom- 
en's debate team, as "the Senators , 
from Oklahoma," established them- 
selves as legislators of no little abil- 
ity at the Model Senate held In 
New Brunswick, N. J., last. week.

newspaper, suddenly awoke, rose to 
his (pet, and demanded a roll call. 
As fate would h^ve it. a quorum was 
not present, so the hill did not pass.. 
Neutrality Bill Up 
' Miss Garner took an active par-v 
•tjclpatlon in the forming of a neu- 
trality bill, which she insisted must 
be "without teeth". 

ThU -model senate was just what 
the name implies, a replica of ihe 
U. S. Senate in every detail. The. 
meeting at New Brunswick was its 


second, the first being held at 
Vassar College In 1935. 

Thirty-two colleges were repre- 
sented by 86 politically minded 
young men and women. So success- ' 
ful have been the first two meqt - 1 
Ings that plans for a third are now 
being formulated. 

Has Spirit of Reality 

To give the. model senate 'the 
spirit of reality, every detail was 
attended to. The clock was stopped 
at the close of the session, lobbyists 
haunted the halls and adjoining 
rooms of the' senate chamber, sen- 
ators filibustered, and their con- 
stitutents sent them . telegrams. 

Miss Efjelman preserved such 
outstanding bills that the New 
York Times took note of the fact in 
its morning edition, and the Argus 
Clipping Bureau suggested In a let- 
ter that she allow them to file all 
her public statements for the- sum 
of $1. 

Miss Garner in her report to the 
women's debate class, stated that 
she learned more In three days at 
Ihis meeting than she had in a se- 
mester of political science. ,

When the December issue of the 
Nebraska Educational Journal ap- 
peared, it contained an article 
"Stepping Behind the Scene in the 
Development of Art Appreciation”, 
by Miss Harris.

May 14. 1898. Soon after enlisting 
he was made a Second Lieutenant, 
taking part, in the Philippine cam- 
paign as the yoiingesl officer In The 
United States Army. He was then: 
nineteen. 

He spent -two years ip. Alaska bat- 
tling temperatures of 60 degrees 
below in order Jo lay telegraph 
lines down the Yukon from E.agle 
City to Prime William Sound, a 
distance of 3,000 miles.

Enrolling in the University again, 
he was forced to leave when the 
World War broke out. He was in 
Spain when the United States en- 
tered hostilities and was sent to 
Paris where he fought in the front 
lines. He was the first United 
States -Army officer to" fly over 
German lines and was made com- 
manding officer of the A. E. F. Air 
Forces. During his service he took 
active part in nearly every major, 
air battle, lie received the Distin-, 
guished Service Cross, Distinguish- 
ed Service Medal,. Crdix de Guerre 
with live palms. Legion of llonoj;. 
Companion Order of St." Michael 
•Sand St. George and other awards. 

In 1919 he. attended the- UnivT'r-' 1 
sity once more and received his M> 
degree at the June Convocation 
exercises as . of his own class of 
1899. This was done by special 
action > of the University designat- 
ing that students who had bpen 
unable to finish school because of 
war febould be graduated as of 
their respective classes. 

Flew 222J7 Miles an Hour 

After the war he was one of 

America's greatest boosters of avi- 

ation. In 1921 he demonstrated the 
wiping out of New York City' with 
imaginary bombs. In the next 
year he hew 222.87 miles an hour i 
to set a speed record. # Announcing 
that he could sink any battleship 
with bombs, he was given a chance 
to prove his statements and did so. 

It was at this time that a series 
of outspoken statements led to 
Mitchell's court-martial . and sus- 
pension • order. Jn 1925 he assert- 
ed that the War Department was 
quite incapable of creating, handl- 
ing- or administering air power in 
an efficient, manner. Pres. CooMdge 
appointed an investigating commit- 
tee which denied the charges and 
the value of an independent air 
corps. The Shenandoah'* disaster, 

Gen. Mitchell oharged, . was “di- 
rect result . of 'incompetence, crimi- 
nal negligence, and almost treason- 
able administration of the national 
defense by the War and Navy De- 
partments." *; * ‘ 

Tried by Court Martial 

During tb** following month. Gen. 
Mitchell was tried by, court martial 
and found guilty of conduct* preju- j 
dicial to, good order and military j 
discipline. ^ He was sentenced to ' 
immediate "suspension with forfeit- 
ure of all .pat and .allowances for 
live -year*. Pres. Cbolldge upheld 
the suspension but restored allow- 
ances and half of the base pay. 

The day after his conviction. Gen. 
Mitchell tendered his resignation 
and retired to his farm in Middle- 
burg, Va. 

Following his resignation, Mit- 
chell conducted lecture tours main- 
taining the inadequacy of the Unit- 
ed States air defense. He has been 
the author of "Our Air Force”, 
"Winged Defense", and several 
pamphlets, articles, and periodicals. 

Funeral rites were held Satur- 
day at St. Paul's Church, Milwau- 
kee, without military honors.
